ranged for a certain period prior to 
the playing season without any 
compensation than that herein else- 
where provided. 

In the event of the player failing 
to report for practice or to par- 
ticipate in the exhibition games, as 
provided for, a penalty by way ofa 
fine may be imposed by the club, 
the same to be deducted from the 
compensation stipulated herein.
